In response there was a goodly attend­ 
ance at the place and tim e indicated yes­ 
terday morning, and the many vehicles 
in waiting were boarded by a party who, 
it was plain to see, was bent on a day’s 
enjoyment. The unusual sight of half a 
dozen well laden carriages following each 
other in procession brought the residents 
of the thoroughfares traversed during the 
journey 
to 
Mission lioad to their 
doors and furnished additional subjects 
of conversation to tho generally all absorb­ 
ing topic of the prospects for the day’s 
outing. On arriving at the city term i­ 
nus of tho road the cars were seen back­ 
ing up in the distance and when they had 
stopped the Hon. W. N. Monroe, Mayor 
and founder of Monrovia, alighted and 
was closely followed by the band of the 
city he represented. W hile he was greet­ 
ing his many friends the musicians took 
their stand upon an elevated piece of 
ground and discoursed sweet music in a 
manner that denoted both talent and 
training. It was noticed that a number 
of them wore Cleveland and Thurm an 
hats and this was a good indication of 
the Democratic tendency of the district 
they represented. 
Conductors M. S. 
Monroe and W . S. Bryson and brakemen 
J. Bryson at once won the goodwill of all 
by the courtesy they extended to their 
guests and everything was ready for 
start before 
10 o'clock according 
to programme. Away flew tho cars at a 
lively pace through heavy cuts that 
showed the amount of capital and labor 
that had been expended in bringing the 
line to the city, and every now and then 
a eafion was crossed where fills had been 
made that reflected great credit on the 
constructors of the track. There was 
nothing very much to see for tho first 
three niilea, but then the San Gabriel 
valley burst into view with its thousands 
of acres of most fertile soil. In the dis­ 
tance was to be seen the Raymond on its 
lofty eminence in the heart of Pasadena, 
and closer still the massive brick ware­ 
houses of the San Gabriel winery.

THE MAYBERRY DOMAIN. 
After the train bad passed by the mam­ 
moth Mayberry vineyard, attention was 
directed to the large ranch owned by the 
late Mr. B. D. Wilson. 
Mr. Wilson, 
better known as Don Benito, was one of 
the pioneer settlers of the San Gabriel, 
and married a Spanish lady rich in land 
and lineage. To his daughter Mr. J . De 
Barth Shorb was united at the altar, and 
from that time on the two men worked to­ 
gether and planted an immense acreage in 
vines. Soon a view was obtained of Mr. 
Shorb’s elegant mansion at San Marino, 
which standing on the brow of a small 
hill commands a view of the rich country 
around. 
At its feet lay a productive 
vineyard and far away in the distance on 
the other side of the track the walls of 
the old San Gabriel Mission could be 
seen glistening with the reflection of the 
sun’s rays as they poured clown on field 
and farm. The section which the train 
was traversing was undoubtedly as rich 
as anjr in America, or for the matter of 
fact in the world. 
Orange tree3 planted 
twenty years ago stood in massive groves 
in every direction, in some cases being 
so 
close 
to 
the 
track 
that 
the 
windows 
of 
the 
ears 
were 
brushed 
by the 
evergreen 
leaves. 
The effect when the golden fruit is hang- 
iug in clusters from the branches will be 
superb, and the ride can well be called 
one through the garden of the gods. 
The Sunny Slope winery is a fine build­ 
ing and stands in the midst of its fertile 
resources, and after inspecting it one 
turns instinctively to gaze upon the mag­ 
nificent view which is to be seen to tlie 
south. Stretching as far as the eye can 
Ree, orchards and vineyards are ranked 
in close file and pretty little houses offset 
the larger residences and hotels, which 
the wealth of the inhabitants has pro­ 
duced. 
The train whizzed past Mr. 
Chapm an’s place, noted for its prolific 
plantation of English walnuts, and then 
a view was obtained of the Sierra Madre 
Villa, looking down in all its magnificence 
from its mountain home. Before Arcadia 
was called a large herd of cattle was seen 
scampering away from the snorting iron 
horse, and every one looked around on 
the peerless Santa Anita as the train 
pulled slowly by the Hotel Oakwood. 
“ There is Monrovia,” was the general 
exclamation a minute later, and then the 
scudding of the wheels was felt as the 
brakes were applied and the train reached 
its term inus at the gem of the foothills.

As tlie procession turned into the Main 
street it was at once perceived th at the 
residents had turned out en masse to cel­ 
ebrate the event, and handkerchiefs and 
hats were waved as the procession passed 
by.

Lnncheon was then commenced, $nd 
for several minutes knives, forks and 
spoons were kept busy dissecting the 
well-cooked and varied edibles upon the 
table.

The trial of Frank Fray for arson con* 
tinned 
during 
yesterday 
at 
Judge 
Cheney’s court. A number of witnesses 
were called for the prosecution and the 
chain of circumstautial evidence was 
ahown to the Court and Jury. 
William H. Moore, a near neighbor of 
Crane, whose house was burned, testified 
to having measured the tracks and found 
them to correspond with Fray’s boots e x ­ 
cept for the new half soles which had 
been put on. S. A. Drummond also tes­ 
tified as to the tracks. Thomas Waite 
heard Fray say that he bad procured a 
certain gun to shoot a man with. William 
Olson was one of several men who were 
camping about eight miles from Crane’s 
boose who saw Fray the day after the 
burning and heard him say that he had 
been at Crane’s the night before. While 
sitting around the camp tire Fray referred 
to the burning of Crane’s house and said, 
they could not accuse him of it for the 
reason that they could easily track him 
if he were the m an; and he then exhib­ 
ited the pair of shoes, not boots, which 
he was wearing. 
The first witness in the afternoon was 
E. Jones, a locomotive fireman, who tes­ 
tified to having seen Fray at the camp at 
tS« same time that Olson saw him, but 
be located the time of the occurrence as 
the same evening as that on which the 
house was burned. After leaving the 
stand he asked to be recalled and de­ 
clared that he had made an error in the 
statement of the time, and that it was 
the day after the fire that Fray came to 
the camp. William Hoorn, of Los Ange­ 
les, happened to be in the neighborhood 
a t the time of the fire, and helped Crane 
wnd the others to measure the tracks. 
The shoemaker to whom Fray brought 
his boots to have them half-soled waB 
placed on the stand and identified the 
boots. William Tweedy testified to hav­ 
ing seen Fray near Crane’s place on the 
day of the fire. 
Several witnesses told 
the story of the effort made by Fray to 
destroy the stick which was to be used 
as evidence against him as the train 
from Newhall was passing through the 
tunnel. The defense will open its case 
to-day, and the case will not go to the 
jury until evening. 


BEWARE! 


A m o d e s t D e m a n d In t h e C h a r it y 
L in e . 
The self-sacrificing ladies of this city 
who devote their energies to the relief of 
proper objects of charity, meet with 
strange and exasperating characters fre­ 
quently.

some money until he could obtain his 
funds from the East. 
Mrs. Scott having 
an account at the First National Bank, 
and knowing Mr. E. F. Spence, went to 
the bank and introduced Mr. Raymond 
to Mr. Spence, who told Mr. Raymond 
th a t he could draw on him pending in- 
auiries in New York. Mr. Spence called 
on the Sheriff about a week ago and 
stated that he had made inquires in the 
East, and his advices were to the effect 
th a t Raymond had no money there, and 
th at the parties who were alleged to have 
the money were not known.

This letter came from San Bernardino, 
and the Louie spoken of was Mr. L. 
Biebersheim, who resides about half a 
mile beyond the end of the Electric Rail­ 
road.

Raym ond’s house, but she did not 
leave it until yesterday morning, and 
when she took the car Mr. Cojney sat in 
the seat behind her.

Pasadena in the future than have been 
made in the past. 
Such places may halt 
momentarily in their developm ent; they 
never go permanently backward. 
We might illustrate our position by 
facts concerning Pomona, Monrovia, and 
half a score of ottyer new towns, for 
which there is a dem and by our increas­ 
ing population and their own eolid mei it 
and attractions, but to do so would incon­ 
veniently extend the lim its of ibis arti­ 
cle.

To illuetrate our position we will con­ 
fine ourselves to

place—Santa 
Monica. The writer was present at the 
original sale of town lots in that charm ­ 
ing seaside resort. It took place in July, 
1876—a little more thau twelve years 
ago. Its growth was really phenomenal 
during the first year. 
Senator Jones was 
then applying some of his redundant 
millions to the building of the Los An­ 
geles & Independence Railway, which 
has since been converted by purchase 
into the Santa Monica branch of the 
Southern Pacific Railway. The figures 
then realized were looked upon as high, 
Since then Santa Monica has known 
great many reverses. 
For years people 
who bought lots were willing to get out 
at any sacrifice—at least many of them 
were. A sneer m ight very well have 
been hazarded year in and year out at 
Santa Monica. But the place has shared 
the onward and upward impulse which 
attaches to anything in Southern Califor­ 
nia. To-day every one of the lots sold at 
the original auction in July, 1876, will 
bring at least ten times the original 
figures. 
We are here confronted with the propo­ 
sition of a nine hundred per cent, increase 
in twelve years, or seventy-five per cent, 
per annum . This is from thirty to thirty- 
three times as much return as an investor 
could have hoped for from a purchase of 
British consols made at the same time. 
It is twelve times the legal interest which 
a man could have m ade on his money in 
the great State of Pennsylvania. 
After all, the so-called mushroom 
towns of Los Angeles county have their 
attractions!

The press of the East and of Central 
an d N orthern California has 
had so 
m uch to say about mushroom townB in 
Southern California, and 
about 
the 
am ounts of money the poor Easterner 
has lost through being identified with 
them , th at the H e r a l d also feels like 
taking a cursory view of the m atter. We 
•will advance the astonishing proposition 
a t least as to some people, th a t fifty dol­ 
lars have been made by investment in 
these mushroom towns to one that has 
been lost in them . 
F irst in the list let us take Anaheim, 
the oldest of the colonies. 
Nordhoff, in 
his letters to the New York Tribune, which 
were afterwards embodied in a book, tells 
the story of this first of the colonial 
experim ents of Southern California. It 
is enough to say of this lovely settlem ent 
th a t everybody who has been identified 
w ith it at any stage has made money— 
in fact, is now in the possession of a 
competency, if alive, or has transm itted 
one to his heirs, if numbered with the 
great majority. The hardest thing in 
th is whole world to find in Anaheim is 
a mortgage. We will add that, within 
the next five years, every rood of land in 
th a t charm ing place will be quintupled 
in value. It has not yet been a partaker, 
to any great extent, in the upheaval of 
land values, based on income and cli­ 
m atic attractions, which has been a 
characteristic of Lob Angeles county in 
th e past four or five years. That it will 
be so cannot be doubted. 
The next mushroom town, so-called, 
which we will use as an example, 
Pasadena. Fourteen years ago half of 
the San Pascual rancho—that half on 
which Pasadena now stands—was sold 
by Dr. Griffin to the Indiana colony for 
$8 an acre. There are now acres in that 
m ost eclectic of all California settlements 
which could not be bought for $50,000. 
Sorely, in the innum erable mutations 
w hich span the gap between $8 and 
$60,000 an acre—the maximum , we shall 
m y for the sake of argument—there have 
been m any opportunities for Eastern 
people to make money? Pasadena ex­ 
perienced a mom entary arrest in her on­ 
ward career. 
We believe that she has 
again resumed it. W here is the ground 
lor grumbling here? No one who visits 
this indescribably beautiful little city 
and gauges its possibilities, taking into 
account its 
really exceptionally fine 
class of population, with its banks, 
splendid business blocks, palatial resi- 
flpiirfis and present and prospective rail­ 
way development, can doubt for a mo- 


T h e evidence m ultiplies hourly that 
California will cast her eight electoral 
votes for Cleveland and Thurm an. The 
Republican party which, under A rthur’s 
adm inistration, concluded a Reciprocity 
Treaty with Mexico by which the citrus

N o w a n d ’I l i e u . 
The Republicans have changed front 
on the tariff question, as they do on 
every vital question that effects the wel­ 
fare of the masses. John Sherman is con­ 
sidered a tolerably good Republican on 
all issues presented by the g. o. p., 
w hether bloody shirt or economic. 
In a 
speech delivered by the Senator in 1867, 
devoted to the tariff question, he says: 
“ Every law imposing a duty on im ­ 
ported goods is necessarily a restraint on 
trade. 
The expression, “ a free trade 
tariff,” invvoles an absurdity. 
We must 
discriminate between articles of luxury 
and articles of necessity; between raw 
m aterial necessary to domestic manufac­ 
ture, and completed products of indus­ 
try. 
The wit of m an could not possibly 
frame a tariff that would produce $140,­ 
000,000 without amply protecting our 
domestic industry. 
The luxuries are 
moBtly contained in three items—spirits, 
wines and tobacco. 
These are undoubt­ 
edly the first objects which should be 
taxed.” 
These are surely the sentim ents of a 
Cleveland reformer. But stronger phrases 
than these are to come. 
Mr. Sherman 
continues, (Speeches and Reports, page 
128): 
“ They [the manufacturers] do not ask 
protection against the pauper labor of 
Europe, but they ask protection against 
the creation of our own laws. Take the 
case of the manufacturer of iron. 
If he 
were at liberty to hire his labor, buy his 
provisions and the articles which enter 
into the production of iron, he could com­ 
pete with the labor of Europe. The ad­ 
vantage of freight and other advantages 
would enable him to do it. But if you 
add largely to the cost of everything that 
enters into the elements of his produc­ 
tion, as a m atter of course he cannot 
compete w ith those who are n?t sub­ 
jected to sim ilar burdens. It is not Brit­ 
ish or foreign competition that produces 
distress among the manufacturing inter­ 
ests of the country; it is the effect of our 
laws.”—[Exchange.

C h ic a g o . August 28.—Not since the 
Interstate Commerce act went into effect 
has anything b?en done by the railroads 
th at caused so much excitem ent and ill- 
feeling among the Chicago m erchants as 
the recent action of the transcontinental 
lines i:i making the rates from Chicago 
to the Pacific coast about twice as high 
the rates from New York. 
The 
merchants of Chicago fail to 
com­ 
prehend why Chicago roads should 
consent to become a party to an arrange­ 
m ent that discriminates so outrageously 
against Chicago’s interest, and is calcu­ 
lated to prevent Chicago from competing 
with the East for Pacific Coast traffic. 
Even the trunk lines managers, who have 
an advantage under the new tariff, have 
emphatically refused to join in the new 
through rates, on the ground that they 
are contrary to the Inter-State law, and 
they could not afford to join in a tariff that 
makes rates from interior points in their 
territory to the Pacific coast much higher 
than rates from seaboard points. Most 
energetic protests against the adoption 
of the new tariff have been submitted to 
the railroad managers by John V. Far- 
well & Co., M arshall, Field & Co., J. S. 
Kirk & Co., and m any other prominent 
firms. Some of them declare that they 
will refuse to ship any kind of freight by 
the lines that accept the new California 
tariff. 
These threats are having the desired 
effect, aud many of the leading Western 
roads declare that Mr. Midgely has acted 
without authority in approving the new 
tariff. 
Three of the roads wired Mr. 
Midgely and the Chairman of the Trans­ 
continental Association 
on Saturday 
evening that they repudiated the new 
rates and would’ not 
accept them 
unlesB they were revised so as to give 
Chicago a fair show .,” A reply was 
received irom Chairman Leedy yester­ 
day, saying that the tariff had been re­ 
vised and that the rates on commodities 
produced in Chicago would be made th e 
same as from New York. This com­ 
prises only about twenty-five articles, 
while there are thirty pages of commo­ 
dities on the tariff from New York, on 
which the rates are not more than one- 
half of the rates from Chicago. Among 
these are dry goods, cotton, piece goods, 
sugar, glucose and m any other articles 
which are shipped from Chicago. 
Con­ 
sequently the concession made by the 
transcontinental roads has not bettered 
the situation. 
The leading m erchants 
declare they will not stand discrimina­ 
tion and that they will not go before the 
Inter-State Commission with their griev­ 
ances, but will bring suit in the United 
States Courts against any road that 
charges discriminating and 
unlawful 
rates. 
The indications are that the roads be­ 
tween Chicago and the Missouri river 
will repudiate the 
m eeting’s strong 
action, and will im itate the example of 
the trunk lines, and require from the 
transcontinental roads full rates between 
the 
Missouri 
and 
Spokane 
rivers 
on the other articles. 
By wire from 
New York, Mr. Midgely has sent a pri­ 
vate communication to the members of 
the Pacific Coast Association, with an 
explanation of his action. 
According to 
Mr. Midgely’s explanation neither Mr. 
Blanchard, nor any member of the com­ 
mittee, took decided grounds against 
the 
discrimination 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Coast. 
He advised th at local rates be 
charged between Chicago and St. Louis, 
and that no bills of lading be given un­ 
less the transcontinental lines would 
establish a tariff in the way outlined by 
the trunk lines. 
The Chicago people 
have nothing to do with the personal 
quarrel between the trunk and transcon­ 
tinental lines. They merely dem and fair 
and equitable treatm ent and the protec­ 
tion of their interests.

the H e r a ld of July 23,1888, under the 
head of "R ailw ay Franchises,” this: 
“ March 10, 1885, to C. H. Howland, 
thirty yearB, double track cable railroad, 
Spring and Second, along Second to 
Lake Shore avenue, to Diamond, to west 
city limits,carries with it the right to use 
single track complete to Texas street, in 
one year, all done in three years.” Now 
I would like to ask the City Council men, 
or whoever it may concern, through the 
columns of the H e r a l d , if the provisions 
of the charter for that road and streets 
have been complied with ? If not, why 
not? 
Are not the conditions under 
which the charter was granted or the 
charter 
itself violated and ignored? 
Have not three years expired? Is not 
th e lim it in which the road was to be 
m ade a double track and completed to 
the city limits passed? Or has the pres­ 
ent owner thirty years’ time to complete 
his road ? If he has, that alters the case, 
and many of the victims that have often 
to 
wait 
on 
that 
line 
to 
catch 
a 
car 
or 
walk 
over 
the 
hills 
will be called to visit the angels ere the 
tuirty years expired; and I have serious 
doubts as to w hether the owner himself 
can stand the racket of his own single 
track for so long a period unless he is un­ 
usually tough. 
It is also astonishing to 
m e, as I think it is to all the people 
along the line of that so-called cable 
railroad, why there has not been a better 
grade made along the road, and the 
street widened and cut through to Pearl 
to its full width and made so that it 
would not be dangerous for team s to 
pas3 over that way, endangering the 
lives of teamsters and all who travel 
over the road ? Why was not the grade 
raised or made six or eight feet higher at 
the foot of the hill at Pearl and Second 
streets, and filled up along Second street 
to the Second Street Park and made a 
natural and decent grade ? The only rea­ 
son I can see is that to have done so 
would have buried the cable road at that

lace. 
Last winter, a part of the time 
uring our heavy rains, the cars were 
not running all the time, and the low 
portion of the road was covered with mud 
and water so that it was almost im pass­ 
able, unless a person had long legs and 
rubber boots, or a good horse to ride. 
Another question or two and I am done 
for this time. I wonder if the Superin­ 
tendent of Streets or any of the city 
"D ads” ever take a jolt over that road ? 
If they do, I would like them to open 
their eyes and make a few observations 
and behold the true condition of things. 
Take a view of the big weeds, the green, 
slim y water on each side of the road be­ 
tween the engine-house and the Seccnd 
Street Park. 
Much more might be said, 
but it shows for itself, and the people on 
the hills know how it is.

People who

or anywhere else 
with

pocket­ 
ful of 
money 
to 
Bpend 
will 
not 
rem ain for any length of 
time in 
a city or town where the hotels are small 
and located in the main business streetB. 
Those who have abundant means and 
spend it liberally go where the best 
hotels are. 
It does not m atter so much 
w hether the town is large or small. 
The traveler’s estim ate of a place is 
made from the hotel he stops in. If the 
house is well kept and everything is de­ 
sirable he pronounces that a splendid 
city. On the contrary, give him poor ac­ 
commodations, a dark room on a noisy 
street, with a poor table, and he tells 
eveiy body he sees to Bhun that town 
no matter if it has all the other requisites 
of a delightful place. The writer of this, 
having met a great many people who had 
been here previous to our coming, heard 
the rem ark made over and over again 
th at Los Angeles was “ a dirty place with 
no hotel accommodations.”

ized, showing that the traveling public 
appreciate and are willing to pay for 
th e best, no matter what the cost.

E d it o r s 
H e r a l d — At 
five 
o’clock 
Saturday evening the train from your 
city arrived, bringing with it Col. Mess- 
more and Judge Dunnigan, the Demo­ 
cratic speakers who were selected to 
address the Democrats of Pomona. In 
company w ith them was Judge Victor 
Montgomery of Santa Ana, nominee for 
Senator from this district, and Mr. C. E. 
J. W hite, the nominee for Auditor of Lcs 
Angeles county. Sharp at 8 o'clock, 
after a few fine pieces from the brass 
baud of Pomona, the meeting was called 
to order by Judge J. A. Clarke, who in­ 
troduced Col. Morton as President of the 
evening. 
After a short but eloquent 
speech, stating the objects of the meet­ 
ing, he introduced Mr. W hite, who made 
a few rem arks, closing with an invitation 
to the citizens of Pomona to be ready in 
November to jum p into the Democratic 
wagon "and all take a ride.” Col. Mess- 
more was then introduced to the crowd 
assembled, and in an eloquent and m as­ 
terly manner, took up the tariff question 
and handled it in a manner m at ap­ 
peared to be entirely satisfactory to the 
large audience, judging from the heavy 
rounds of applause he received and the 
attentive manner in which he was lis­ 
tened to. 
He referred to the party that 
had been in power for twenty-four years, 
and asked them to compare impartially 
the work that had been done lor the 
benefit of the whole people by them, and 
that 
that had been done by Grover 
Cleveland in the brier period be had 
been in the Presidential chair, and see if 
by the stand he had taken, he had not 
worked for the interest of the working 
class, aDd not for the bloated, aristo-

The Colonel spoke nearly an hour in a 
most eloquent manner, and closed with 
an appeal to the citizens to come out in 
November, and use their utmost endeav­ 
ors to give the whole Democratic ticket a 
majority greater than had ever been given 
in Los Ángeles county. 
Colonel Morton then introduced Judge 
Dunnigan, who opened his speech by 
relating that he was no orator, but would 
endeavor to show that the party he rep­ 
resented was the party of the people.

Bhowing the difference in the am ount 
charged on the articles used by the 
wealthy monopolist, and that paid by the 
workingman, showing conclusively that 
the Republican party favored the wealthy 
monopolist, and were more than willing 
to allow the workingman to get along the 
best he could, that is “ root hog or die." 
He also touched pretty heavily upon the 
record of the "grandson of his grand­ 
father,” more especially his Chinese rec­ 
ord, showing how deeply he loved the 
"filthy, dirty, pigtailed Chinam an,” and 
rather preferred him to his own country­ 
man who he was willing to force back to 
his work at the point of the bayonet.

E d it o r s H e r a l d :— How often is it 
asserted by Republican newspapers that 
Protection” means protection to labor, 
to the majority of our people, that pros­

Now, origi­ 
nally the tariff was, as Judge Thurman 
yet describes it. a tax placed upon cer­ 
tain articles of consumption, (madeneces­ 
sary by the 
impoverishment of the 
country by the war) for the reimburse­ 
ment of the State, and it was only after 
this original purpose of the tariff was 
fulfilled, and consequently the arguments 
for the further continuance of same, 
impotent and illogical, that the labor 
"protective” theory first came to light. 
Thus Dorn of opportunity, upheld by indi­ 
vidual interests, which had become enrich­ 
ed by its indirect effects (by no means the 
intention of the State), "protection” ob­ 
tained its chief force and became the cry 
of those who least needed any, the few*, 
who had already been specially benefited 
at the expense of the many. 
And as 
though to make the audacity of guile 
more audacious, as the times required, 
the watchword of "protection” became 
"protection to labor and high wages,” 
and was adopted by a party in the hope 
of obtaining the votes of thóse with whom 
it had no sympathy. Tlius the Republi­ 
can party has taken up the cause of 
"protection” after having for its own 
purposes twisted it into "protection to 
labor,” thereby espousing a system of 
blackmail in the hope that at least it 
will obtain support from those whose 
"vested interests” and plea for favor­ 
itism depends in a great measure upon 
the broadcast dissemination of the "pro­ 
tection” theory. Thus we see how it 
comes that "protection" in the form of 
"protection to labor” has become a 
party 
cry 
and 
is 
now 
inscribed 
llauntingly 
upon 
our national 
flag, 
as 
though 
it 
was 
intended 
to 
appear that that also was upheld but by 
a certain class of citizens, that it also was 
but a question of party. These then arc 
the arts which have been employed to 
seduce popular opinion from its legitimate 
source, and how' it is endeavored to up­ 
hold a theory of protection which is in 
its essence most palpably tending towards 
the benefit ami enrichment of the few, to 
tho detrim ent and impoverishment of the 
many, and to lend authority to a system 
which has ever been the stronghold of 
the rich, of monopolists—the hot-bed of 
rings and pools, and the prolific source 
of corners, etc., and all this under the 
plea that this self-same system meant 
"protection to labor.” The very fact 
that there are more "strikes” in America 
than any other country, and that nine- 
tenths of these strikes occur in protected 
industries, should at least be a safe­ 
guard against us believing that "protec­ 
tion” protects labor, for whatever else 
may be asserted in its favor, it certainly 
does not do that, and to prove which it 
is only necessary to point to such organ­ 
izations as the Knights of Labor, Farm ­ 
ers’ Alliance, the United Labor party, 
and so on, to see what enormous consoli­ 
dations of workmen are necessary in this 
country to keep wages up to even what 
they are. Whenever free trade in labor 
is abolished, that is when Chinese and 
European paupers are prohibited from 
coming in free and the tax is taken off 
what the laborer must eat and wear, 
(however much that would be against the 
doctrine of fostering "hom e industries,” 
and the cry from them still more than 
ever for "protection,” notwithstanding 
they have had, as they confess, "thirty 
years of unexampled prosperity” ) then 
it will be time enough for that party 
which has sprung to the side of the 
laborer so suddenly to talk about "pro­ 
tection to labor;” but until that time it 
is, as our President has well said, "A 
condition, and not a theory, which con­ 
fronts us.

P l a n s F o r tl» e A c c o m m o d a t i o n O f 
t h e I 'n f o r t u n a t e . 
The near future contains a prospect of 
relief for the poor of Los Angeles county, 
who have been for so long in need of a 
home. 
Supervisor J . W . Venable, who 
has the m atter of the poor farm in hand, 
gave a very favorable report of progress 


to a H e r a l d reporter yesterday, who 
questioned him on th at subject. 
“ We have said he, “ one hundred and 
twenty-four acres, almost all of which is 
first-class land, capable of being culti­ 
vated to the highest degree. I t runs 
down to the San Gabriel river, near 
Downey. The buildings are to be located 
near the center of the plot, and the plan 
involves an expenditure of $3-5.000. 
The 
taxpayers will undoubtedly be glad to 
know that this will all be paid for by the 
sale of the twenty-seven extra acres from 
the County Hospital property, which 
have been cut up into town lots.” 
“ W hat is the present status of the 
w ork?” asked the reporter. 
“ It is progressing rapidly. The barn 
30 by 00 feet, has been completed, and 
can be used to accommodate a few of 
those who are now overcrowding the 
hospital. 
An artesian well has been 
sunk 250 feet in depth, and a windmill 
has been erected which will raise the 
water to the top of the buildings. There 
are three other buildings now in process 
of construction, five million brick being 
now on the ground. Two of these build­ 
ings are 74 by 46 feet, and will be two 
stories in height. They are the lodgings 
for the poor, one for the men and the 
other for the women. Some distance 
back of these the dining room, forty-six 
feet square, is going up. It will be one 
story in height. 
The plan includes an­ 
other large building, to which these 
will serve as wings and also a family 
building as soon as needed. 
Those that 
are now going up will cost $17,500, and 
will supply the immediate needs.” 
“ Will this plan materially decrease the 
cost of keeping the poor?” 
“ When the farm is in successful opera­ 
tion,” said Mr. Venable, “ the present 
expense will be diminished more than 
one-half and the poor will be kept in a 
much better and more sanitary condition. 
At present they are scattered about in a 
num ber of different places, the county 
paying for their board individually at 
from $10 to $20 a month. 
About forty of 
them are at present at the County Hospi­ 
tal where there are no adequate arrange­ 
ments for taking care of them . 
The 
Hospital is a mile from any sewerage 
connection and we are actually threat­ 
ened with a suit as a nuisance. 
At the 
Hospital it costs us 50 cents a day to 
keep each pauper, w ithout considering 
the matter of help and miscellaneous ex­ 
penses. 
We propose to make this farm 
self-supporting as far as possible by set­ 
ting every one to work who is able to do 
anything. 
There will be orchards and 
vineyards and a poultry yard. 
We 
think we can easily support the poor of 
Los Angeles county at a cost of 25 cents 
a day a piece, and' the returns from the 
produce of the farm will soon make the 
expense much smaller. In about ninety 
days the two lodging houses will be 
ready for occupancy and the new system 
will be inaugurated.”

BRONCHITIS. 


A cute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lining the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e m ost com m on of all the pnlm onary dis­ 
eases.

O ftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake their appearance in the 
m ucus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, nnd it is not uncom m only the 
case th at the patient dies in onoof these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(From humerc, to be m oist) is so called from the 
profuBe q u an tity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from th e a ir passages of the lungs. At 
times it becom es ropy like the w hite of an egg.
